The. few who missed the' 
furnaces rolled off, and together with 
workmen in the glass works saved the 
lives of many who lay unconscious by 
pulling them away from their horrible 
resting place. 


"Wagon. Pre*»ecl Into Service. 


The police and fire department were 


soon at hand, and every patrol waeon 
and ambulance in the city was sum- 
moned. They were not enough, and 
express wagons and private carriages 
were pressed into service to carry off 
the dead and wounded. Many of the 
injured were unconscious, while others 
were hurried, shrieking with agony 
to the hospitals. The Southern Pacific 
railway hospital was only two blocks 
away and was quickly filled. About 
forty wounded were taken there Oth- 
ers were sent to St. Luke's hospital, 
and the City Receiving hospital, to pri- 
vate residences and 'other places. At 
the hospitals there was soon a short-

This work was begun in 1892. when 


34,400 bottles were distributod. and 
each succeding year enlarged and wid- 
ened in scope, until the present year. 
UD to date, 596.677 bottles have been 
dispensed, and 812,921 glasses of milk I 
drank on the premises. Its results can 
be more eloquently told by the sta- 
tistics of the health department than 
by any words in my vocabulary. The

In 1897 the death rate 'amongst the

The union Thanksgiving 
service 


•held yesterday at the Baptist, churcl 
were fairly well attended. 
Rev. W 


A. Hall of Court street M. E. church 
presided and made the statement tha 
the day's • program had nearly been 
swamped out of existence by a num 
ber of untoward circumstances. 


The illness of the Rev. R. C. Renison 


had. made it necessary to plan for a 
platform meeting at the last moment 
and inability to secure the male quar 
tet necessitated congregational sing 
ing, which was led by Mr. Crawford 


Rev. W. W. Woodside of the Jack 


son street cTTurch read the sixty-fiftl 
psalm, which is a psalm of gratitude 
Prayer was offered by. the Rov. J. T 
Henderson and the president's proc 
lamation was read by Mr. Woodside. 


The same gentleman then gave a 


talk on the origin of the Thanksgiving 
observance. 
He showed that 
the 


Jews, the Romans and the Greeks had 
a similiar festival in recognition of the 
bountiful -harvests, and thai tho Dutch 
i-n the middle of the Sixteenth centu- 
ry, instituted such a holiday on ac 
count of success in war. 


But the first spiritual and religious 


observance St the day dated back to 
the year 1621, when our forefathers 
in the 
face of 
sore 
privation 


their number decimated 
by 
death 


from sickness and exposure, still felt 
that they toad especial cause for grat- 
itude to God. 


The significance of the. day in the 


home, however, was that which ap- 
pealed most strongly to the speaker. 
Then without any attempt at oratori- 
cal effect he described a. series of 
Thanksgiving pictures which had very 
deeply impressed him. - • It was a sim- 
ple little story, but the nutter of hand- 
kerchiefs 
throughout the 
audience 


showed that he had touched a minor 
chord in the hearts of his hearers. It 
was that touch of nature which makes 
the whole world kin. 


Mr. Hall followed with tie material 


blessings, which we as a nation, have 
received during the past year. He said 
that if he should describe the United 
States of,,America as ,the- . greatest, 


.grandest and inost progressive1 coun- 
try on. the. globe he would •!>&: criticised 
as a rainbow optimist.- 
But what' can 


one do if;he is to speak the truth?
